MEETING DECEMBER 6, 2016 MINUTES 


First, before the business meeting, everyone who attended 
enjoyed Ken Spindler's lasagna and the ham President Dave 
Jones picked up for the club, and all of the other food brought 
in by members for our annual Christmas potluck. The 
president called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. and led us in 
the Pledge of Alligiance to the Flag. Ten members were 
present, and Jose Gallego became our newest member. He 
collects quarters and is expert on the modern die varieties. He 
was welcomed to the club. The minutes of the November 2016 
meeting were published in the Bulletin for this meeting, so they 
were not read aloud. Ken Spindler presented his treasurer's 
report, showing a balance of $1,956.23. A total of $320 was 
received by the club at the donation auction last month, 
including $20 donated to the auction outright, and all of that 


money was entrusted to the rafflemeister to obtain gifts for the 
January banquet. The secretary reminded all of the upcoming 
CSNA coin show in Arcadia, December 17 & 18, 2016. She 
had colorful fliers for it. 


Ken Spindler was able to schedule our installation dinner on 
our regular meeting night of Jan. 3, 2017. The Garden Room 
at Marie Callender's in La Mesa will be available to us at 5:30. 
We expect to eat at 6:00 p.m., and will be able to order off the 
menu - if we don't complain about slow service. Larry Baber 
has agreed to present us with a talk on a subject of his 
choosing. The new officers to be installed are President Dave 
Jones, Vice President Greg Knox, Treasurer Ken Spindler, and 
Secretary Ginny Bourke, who will also continue as 
"rafflemeister." John Beyerle will replace Greg Knox as a 
board member. Mike Shaw made a motion that the slate of 
officers be approved, seconded by Bill Perrin and accepted by 
unanimous vote. 


Show & Tell — Ken Spindler has continued collecting the 1976 
Bicentennial medals of his home state, Maryland, that he 
finally discovered and fell in love with. Tonight be brought 2 
more additions to that collection - a large Lucite paperweight 
with one of the 4+ ounce medals embedded in it, and two 
elongated cents, including one with the same image as one side : 
of the medal. The state issued the medals with proof and 
antiqued finishes in silver and bronze, and in different sizes. 
The other elongated cent is a souvenir from the Preakness 
horse race, which is run at the Baltimore race track where 
Ken's son-in-law is a Vice President and involved in running 
the Preakness every year. 


Ken works mostly as an attorney specializing in disability law 
for veterans, and he brought in a notebook of paper money he 
recently assembled to keep in his office to show his veteran 
customers, many of whom are from the Philippines. It is full of 
U.S. and British military payment certificates, for use on 
military bases, and wartime emergency money including 
occupation currency from World War II, and about 25 different 
provincial notes from the Philippines during the Japanese 
occupation. He said all of his pieces are very common, but 
they are really very interesting, especially now that he has the 
book Ken Berger wrote about the currency pieces of Cebu. 
Ken Berger documented their circulation throughout the 
occupied Philippines, where they were countermarked and/or 
countersigned for acceptance in other localities. 


Mike Shaw collects Comitia Americana (Latin for American 
Congress) medals. These are medals ordered by the American 
Congress to be presented to heroes of the American 
Revolution, and struck at the Paris, France mint, because at that 
time there was no United States mint. Eleven different heroes 
were so honored for the Revolutionary War, including such 
well-known characters as George Washington and John Paul 
Jones. Mike brought in an example of a medal that was struck 
for William Washington, a distant relative of George, for his 
heroism at the Battle of Cowpens, South Carolina. The British 
forces slowly made their way to Yorktown after the battle, 
where they eventually surrendered to the American forces. 
Mike’s example was struck in silver at the Paris mint, and 
issued sometime between 1860 and 1880 — this determined by 
markings on the edge of the medal. 


Drawing coins were won by Mike Keary (2), Dave Jones (3), 
Mike Shaw, Ken Spindler, Bill Perrin, Ginny Bourke and Jose 
Gallego. 


The 50/50 pot brought in $26 and Ginny Bourke won the $13. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 
7:45 p.m.

President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:15 p.m. 
and welcomed all. He led us in the Pledge of Alligiance to the 
Flag. There were 15 members in attendance. Ken Spindler 
presented the Treasurer’s reports from December and January. 
He reported a balance of $1,837.23 for each month. He noted 
that President Dave donated the ham he purchased for our 
December pot luck dinner, and that our January installation 
dinner speaker, Jim Hill, and his wife Martha, wouldn't let us 
pay for their dinners. 


Ginny Bourke reported on the ANA activities. The National 
Money Show, March 9-11-2017, will be held in Orlando, 
Florida, and the “World’s Fair of Money” will be August 1-5, 
2017, in Denver, Colorado. She reported that the CSNA 

_ Educational Symposium is April 8, 2017, at the Orange Coast 
Unitarian Universal Church, Costa Mesa. Ginny reported that 


the Council approved renting a bus to take us there. The cost 
per person will be $45 for the round trip. We've been advised 
that there are many fast-food restaurants within walking 
distance of the church. She had a sign-up sheet and a flier for 
those interested in attending. The speakers are Herb Miles — 
“Buffalo Soldiers”; Ken Friedman — “Introduction to Ancient 
Greek Numismatics”; Al Hoogeveen — “North Carolina Gold 
Rush of 1828 & Bechtler Coinage”; and SDNS's own Dr. Ken 
Berger — “The Monetary Situation of the Philippines During 
WWII.” This is a great line up of speakers and members were 
encouraged to attend. 


Jim Hunt reported on last Saturday's Council meeting. The 
Council encourages all to exhibit at Coinarama. The Council's 
new historian, Jose Gallego, is asking for news articles 
pertaining to club members. Steve Fahrlender distributed rolls | 
of wooden money advertising Coinarama to all the club 
representatives. 


Under New Business, Ken Spindler reported on the San Diego 
County Fair. He attended the first meeting of the Fair 
personnel. He reported that the Fair will run from June 2 to 
July 4. The first 4 Mondays of that period the Fair will be 
"dark" (closed), and the first 3 Tuesdays are also dark. To 
exhibit, you must sign up on the Fair's web site by May 5. 
Exhibits must be picked up on July 6. Ken will have a sign-up 
sheet for information table volunteers as soon as we are 
informed of our dates at the Fair. The theme is now “How the 
West is Fun.” That is the 3" version of the theme that the Fair 
has come up with this year. 


Ken Spindler also reported that Dr. Tom Fitzgerald passed 
away on January 4. He had been ill for quite some time. 


Show & Tell — Vice President Greg Knox had Ken Spindler 
tell us about the French Revolution assignats and related legal 
documents he brought in. Ken was especially happy with his 
latest eBay purchase. It is a 10-page handwritten legal 
document explaining how to tell if a 500 livre assignat is 
counterfeit or genuine. 

Mike Shaw brought in a Mexican "Caballito" peso with 
“USAT Buford” and “May 1912” engraved on it. The Buford 
was a U.S. Army transport ship which had quite a history, 
saving shipwreck victims and being present at such events as 
the San Francisco earthquake and the 1915 Galveston 
hurricane. During May 1912, from the west coast of southern 
Mexico, the Buford took aboard 399 American refugees from 
the Mexican Revolution, and brought them to the United 
States. Some of these people were members of the Church of 
Latter Day Saints, many of whom had to flee Mexico during its 
revolution. 

We broke for refreshments served by Ginny Bourke, then 
reconvened for the auction. 

There were many lots and almost everything sold. VP Greg 
Knox assisted Treasurer Ken Spindler keeping tabs, and Ginny 
served as runner, with the president doing the auctioneering. 
Drawing coins were won by Bill Perrin, Ellen Hunt (2), Dave 
Jones, Terry Higgins, Jim Hunt, Ralph Munoz (2), and Ginny 
Bourke. 

The 50/50 pot brought in $29. A smiling Bill Perrin took home 
the $15.

documents exist which identify some of the VIPs who received 
them. Many recipients were military officers from the Civil 
War, as well as President Lincoln and his Cabinet members. 


Ginny Bourke shared her Australian coin honoring Phar-Lap, a 
race horse who was beloved all over the world during the 
depression. Sadly, he was poisoned in Tijuana before a race in 
the 1930’s. 


Greg Knox has been amassing large silver dollars from Spain 
issued during the reigns of the various King Phillips and others 
(circa 1600), and brought this assortment in as a teaser for a 
talk he plans to give us later in the year. Greg reported that 
following the silver inundation from the New World, this type 
of coin proliferated. They were used to pay Spanish soldiers in 
Holland, who then spent them all over Europe. That 
popularized the word “daalder,” from which we get the word 
“dollar.” 


Jim Hunt brought in the unusually beautiful auction catalog 
issued by Kagin's, which features the most complete set of 
Bechtler coinage ever assembled. The collection was to be 
sold during the ANA convention March 9-10. Jim offered his 
auction catalog to anyone interested, and he immediately found 
a taker. 


We broke for refreshments served by Ginny Bourke and Dave 
Jones. 


Drawing coins were won by John Beyerle (2), Mike Keary (2), 
Ginny Bourke, Dorothy Baber (2), Dave Corcoran, and Mike 
Shaw.

“The Movement of Silver” 


In the 18 Century and its consequences on the coinage for 
the next 300 years.

Minutes April 4, 2017 


Voluntarily stepping in for absent President Dave Jones, Past 
President Jim Hunt called the meeting to order at 6:15 p.m. and 
welcomed all. He asked Ken Spindler to lead us in the Pledge 
of Alligiance. We had 2 guests, Dr. Ken Aring and Lincoln 
Higgie, who came especially to hear Greg Knox’s talk on “The 
Movement of Silver.” Both guests shared how they got started 
collecting coins. Lincoln was raised in Racine, Wisconsin, and 
was a lifetime friend of Richard Yeoman. 


We had 15 persons present. Ginny reminded all that the bus 
trip to the CSNA Symposium in Costa Mesa is this Saturday. 
She also read a letter from Harold Katzman from NASC 

presenting SDNS with a check for $45 as our club's share of 
the profit from the 2016 Golden State Coin Show, which we 


earned by selling tickets to their large coin raffle. She 
entrusted it to Treasurer Ken Spindler. We need an official 
club representative to NASC and would appreciate a volunteer. 


Because the minutes from our last meeting had appeared in the 
bulletin for this meeting we did not review them. Jim Hunt 
asked Ken Spindler for his treasurer's report. Ken reported that 
we now have $1,937.23 in the treasury. Vice President Greg 
Knox provided a sign-up list for refreshments and programs for 
future meetings. Ken Spindler also had a sign-up list for 
volunteers for the San Diego County Fair coin clubs 
information table. Ken reported that we are responsible for 18 
days during the period from June 3 through July 4, and he 
needs table volunteers and exhibits. 


Show & Tell — Mike Shaw brought in a very large beautiful 
silver medal of John Paul Jones. He reported that a 

presentation program was initiated by the Continental Congress _ 
to recognize the “Heroes of the Revolution.” Ben Franklin had 
the medals designed by the Paris Mint. The original medals 
were struck in gold or silver and are rare. The U.S. Mint 
decided to make a die copying the Paris Mint design when they 
ran out of the original medals. The scarce medal that Mike 
brought in is one of the U.S. Mint versions. 


Larry Baber brought in a set of Maundy Money from England. 
In the past, such sets were presented to poor people in England 
on the Thursday before Good Friday before Easter, known as 
Maundy Thursday. Larry also had a large pile of ads from the 
FUN Show featuring a reproduction of a State of Florida $3 
note, which he distributed one each to everyone present. He 
gave Ginny the rest to be distributed as desired. 


Jim Hunt brought in a numismatic Literary Award presented to 
him, and a "Barr note." He said that when the Barr notes came 
out, people thought they would be very rare since Joseph W. 
Barr was Secretary of the Treasury for only a very short 
amount of time, but millions were made, so it is not so scarce! 


Ken Aring brought in several books pertaining to tonight’s 
program. He also recently acquired a newly published book, 
“The Numismatic Legacy of the Jews.” He highly 
recommended it and brought computer print-outs about how to 
obtain copies. 


Ken Spindler brought in an extremely rare silver token from 
1791 issued during the French Revolution, the legend basically 
saying “I am good money” in French. He won it on eBay by 
carefully making sure he left a very generous bid very shortly 
before the auction closed. He believes that there may only be 2 
of these tokens known in the world, because the multiple 
French books that cover this series, that have any picture of it 
at all, each show the exact same photograph, and it is not of his 
token. 


We broke for refreshments served by Ginny Bourke 


We reconvened for Greg’s talk. Greg told about the 
circumstances in Europe during the 1500s to the 1600s. He 
went into detail about the European discovery of using the 
mercury-amalgamation method which enabled miners to dig 


ever deeper for silver. Because silver was abundant and 
carried to Spain in massive quantities, large silver coins called 
thalers were minted. Greg brought in many beautiful thalers, 
first made by King Philip, but later copied by other European 
rulers. Some of the newly-issued coins were used to pay 
soldiers. When the soldiers returned to their native countries, 
they took the thalers with them. Many believe that is where the | 
word “dollar” originated. 


Drawing coins were won by Mike Keary (3), Ellen Hunt, Bill 
Perrin, Dorothy Baber (2), and Ginny Bourke. The 50/50 pot 
brought in $23, and a very happy Dorothy took home an extra 
$12. 


The meeting adjourned at 7:45 p.m.

MEETING MAY 2, 2017 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to 
order at 6:15 p.m. and welcomed all. We 
had 16 members present. Dave led us in 
the Pledge of Alligiance to the Flag. The 
minutes from the last meeting were printed 
in the bulletin, so we did not read them 
aloud. Ken Spindler gave his treasurer's 
report for the past month, Showing a 
Closing balance of $2.062.23. In addition 
to dues and 50/50 income, we had received 
NASC "bonus" checks of $39 and $45 for 
selling Golden State Coin Show gold 
drawing tickets in 2015 and 2016. The 
check for $39 was a replacement because 
the first check had gotten lost somewhere. 


Mike Shaw and Jim Hunt both shared their 
delight with the recent CSNA Symposium. 
Mike had seen a Buffalo Soldier’s US Army 
campaign medal for $5,800 that had been 
issued for service sometime between about 
1860 and 1890. It was issued for the 
Indian campaigns throughout the Western 
states. 


The president reminded all about the 
upcoming Council meeting at 10:00 a.m. 
this coming Saturday, May 6. 


Ken Spindler had the sign-up sheet 
available for those who can man the coin 
collecting information table at the San 
Diego County Fair. We have 18 days to 
fill during the period June 3 to July 4. 
Ken will also be going to other coin 
collector clubs seeking more volunteers 
later this month. 


The president reminded all that next month 
is the club’s birthday, and Paul Whitnah 
will bé providing for our birthday cake, 
as always. Also as always on our 
birthday, it will be “Other Hobby Night,” 
so be prepared to share your other loves. 


SHOW & TELL - Vice President Greg Knox 
introduced those who had brought items to 
share, and started with Mike Shaw. Mike 
collects Portuguese Medals. Tonight he 


brought 2 medals issued to those soldiers 
who fought in the various wars against 
Napoleon. He had a large Cross in silver 
that was issued to an officer anda 
smaller version also in silver that was 
issued to a regular enlisted soldier. All 
enlisted men were given a medal. 


Ken Berger, who was a speaker at the 
recent CSNA Symposium, brought in his own 
collection of Bechtler gold dollars. He 
had 4 different types and shared his 
reference book, “Bechtlers & Their 
Coinage, North Carolina Mint Masters of 
Pioneer Gold” by Rodney Barfield and Keith 
Strawn. He also brought in one dollar 
counterfeit Bechtler, but he bought it as 
such, many years ago. 


We broke for refreshments served by Greg 
Knox.

Ken Spindler was the speaker, on the 
subject of collecting foreign coins. He 
started out with the story of how he got 
started down that path. His maternal 
grandfather was an immigrant from Poland 
and worked with other immigrants in the 
New York City garment district, and he 
solicited coins from his co-workers. He 
proudly showed them to Ken every time 


Ken’s family visited. When his 
grandfather died in 1962, Ken’s mother 
gave Ken half of his grandfather's 
collection. Because Ken's other 
grandparents were also from places 
controlled by Russia, Ken started 
collecting old Russian coins that his 
ancestors may have handled, going back to 
the 1400s. Ken’s mother was a world- 
traveler and also brought Ken many coins 
from abroad. A neighbor's brother sent 
Ken a group of very interesting foreign 
coins going back to the 1700s that 
stimulated him further. Eventually Ken 
tried to obtain one of every type of coin 
made in the world in the last 150 years or 
so, but Ken finally realized that his 
collecting plan was overly ambitious. But 
he had learned so much about world coins, 
that he was hired to catalog consigned 
auction lots for Ponterio & Associates 
auction house in San Diego. Ken brought 
in one of the auction catalogs that listed 
him aS a numismatic expert. Ken took 
advantage of the Ponterio's outstanding 
numismatic library, and still relies on 
the master list of the library contents 
that he made. After the Ponterios moved 
north to Irvine, Ken began working for 
popular foreign dealer Karl Stephens, and 
with then-PCGS president Ron Guth. Ken 
said that he has been president of the 
International Numismatic Society of San 
Diego since 1998, but his long tenure is 


nothing compared to Joe Yager, who told 
him he has been Secretary/Treasurer of 
that club since 1985 if not earlier. Ken 
related how fortunate he was to have 
gotten seriously into buying Chinese coins 
before the economy of China improved 
dramatically and older Chinese coins 
became very valuable. Ken ended up 
selling much of his Chinese collection for 
avery tidy sum. Currently Ken 
specializes in 38 countries, but he is 
most enamored of money of the French 
Revolution period. Ken believes he among 
the best collections of French Revolution 
tokens and paper money in the U.S. Ken 
showed a sampling of the various 
numismatic reference books he uses and 
explained that some of the old books were 
so well researched and illustrated that 
they are still the standards that the 
hobby still relies on today. 

Even though Ken brought a lot more 
material to share with us, time became 
short, so he curtailed his presentation 
and we reluctantly broke for our raffle 
drawing. Drawing coins were won by Dave 
Jones (3), Mike Keary (2), Jim Hunt, Ralph 
Munoz, Bill Perrin and Dave Corcoran. 

The 50/50 pot brought in $30 and lucky 
Mike Keary took home $15.

MEETING — AUGUST 1, 2017 


Vice President Greg Knox called the meeting to order at 6:20 
p.m. and asked Terry Higgins to lead us in the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag. We had 7 members present. The 
minutes of the last meeting, June 2017, were printed in the 
bulletin for this meeting, so we didn’t read them aloud. Ken 
Spindler presented his Treasurer’s report. We’ve paid for our 
room rentals for the rest of the year and now have a balance of 
$1,993.91. His report was accepted as presented. 


Members were reminded to sign the attendance sheet and a get- 
well card for President Dave Jones. 


Secretary Ginny Bourke, who was General Chair of San Diego 
Coinarama once again this year, reported that the show was 
very successful, with an attendance of over 800 people. The 


exhibits were excellent, and an obviously-talented Joe Gorak 
won the Best-In-Show, the People’s Choice, and the First-Time 
Exhibitor awards with his entry. The dealers seemed to be very 
busy, especially on Saturday. Ginny credited her wonderful 
volunteer helpers with our success. 


The theme tonight was an extended Show & Tell focused on 
recent acquisitions, including purchases made at Coinarama. 


Ginny showed off her PR66 1941 Walking Liberty half dollar, 
and a beautiful Lafayette dollar she won at the Saturday night 

auction at Coinarama. She told us she also bought many other 
coins and tokens from dealers there, but she didn’t bring them 
all in tonight. 


Greg Knox brought in an undated 7-tien (crown size) silver 
coin from Annam (Vietnam) probably made around 1865, that 
had been certified by a Chinese company comparable to NGC. 
It was created to pay war reparations to France, to pay for the 
war France conducted to colonize French Indo-China. France 
could not hold this country, and in 1956 France finally 
withdrew. The U.S. thereupon got drawn into the very long 
and controversial Vietnam conflict, attempting to defend the 
Republic of South Vietnam from invasion by communist North 
Vietnam. Greg also shared a “klippe” (crude square) coin 
made in Strasbourg, France during a siege in 1592, which was 
valued at 80 kreuzer. Greg is trying to obtain more information 
about this type of coin and would appreciate any leads. Lastly, 
he brought in a very scarce 1833 2 reales coin from El 
Salvador, which he also obtained very recently. 


Terry Higgins brought in crisp uncirculated examples of 3 
denominations of paper money from North Korea issued in 
1947, the second year of the formation of North Korea. 


Mike Shaw brought in several medals he bought at Coinarama. 
They had been issued to various inventors and manufacturers 
by the American Institute of New York during their Trade Fairs 
from 1865 to1891. The toning on them was beautiful. These 
were very prestigious awards given by recognized experts who 
judged all the exhibits. He had silver and bronze medals. 


After a brief break (no refreshments anymore!), we reconvened 
for the drawing. Coins or GSCS drawing tickets were won by 
Ken Spindler, Ralph Munoz, Peter Kronfeld, Ginny Bourke, 
and John Beyerle. 


The 50/50 pot brought in $24. Lucky Bill Perrin took home 
$12. 


Ken reported on the San Diego County Fair, which ended July 
4. He said he was happy that it went so smoothly. He noted 
that many visitors asked about stamp collector clubs, and 
luckily a few stamp clubbers joined us coin clubbers at the 
information table.

At the awards ceremony Saturday 
night it was announced that The California 
Numismatist, editor Greg Burns, has again taken over 
the top ANA Best Regional Publication award after a 
2-year hiatus from the award. The Hemet coin club 
bulletin edited by Jim Phillips won the first place Best 
Club Publication literary award for Southern 
California Clubs. Heartland Coin Club’s “Coin 
Sense,” edited by Andrew Woodruff, won second 
place. The monthly bulletin of the Downey Coin 
Club won 3™ place. The show was successful. In 
fact, the bourse tables were oversold, by accident. 
There was a good supplies dealer in the lobby, and 
ANACS taking submissions. On Sunday, the only 
San Diego area person to win a gold coin in the big 
raffle was Joe Yager, who won a Mexico 2-peso. 


In addition to bringing 2 of his own exhibits, Ken 
brought a very impressive 3-case exhibit for a friend 
of Mike Shaw’s, Alvin Friedman of Rancho Bernardo, 
who has an extensive collection of Eagle Scout 
badges and memorabilia going all the way back to 
1916. The coin show had an overbooked Boy Scouts 
merit badge class - around 84 scouts - and they 
flocked to see the Eagle Scout badge collection. Ken 
Spindler and Phil Iversen were both given “hobo 
nickels” for bringing their exhibits.

SPEAKER: JIM HUNT - “CALIFORNIA 
STATE COMMEMORATIVE QUARTERS” 
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SAN DIEGO NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 
MINUTES OCT. 3, 2017 


Vice President Greg Knox again sat in for President Dave 
Jones, who is still recuperating from back surgery. Greg called 
the meeting to order at 6:20 p.m. and asked Ken Spindler to 
lead us in the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. The vice 
president welcomed the 8 members present plus a guest of 
E.T.’s, George Garcia. The minutes from the last meeting 
weren't read aloud because they were published in the bulletin 
for this meeting. Ken Spindler presented his treasurer’s report 
orally because he accidentally left his report at home. He 
recalled that the club took in $14 in September and did not pay 
anything out, and the balance is over $2,000. He promised to 
bring the written report to the next meeting. 


Jim Hunt announced that he had a special surprise for someone 
who is having a birthday soon, and it turned out to be Ken. Jim 


presented Ken with a birthday cake, because he and his wife 
Ellen know that Ken likes cake. Standing up from the frosting 
was a wooden nickel covered by a reprint of a coin from 
Wurttemberg, Germany, that Ken found for sale for $1.75 
million on eBay. Ken had e-mailed a link to it to several 
friends including the Hunts, and asked for it for his upcoming 
birthday. Ken thanked Jim and we sang happy birthday to 
Ken. 


Ken then said that he had some sad news to impart. A member 
from a few years earlier, Chris Beyerle, passed away recently 
after an illness. He was only 32. We observed a moment of 
silence in his memory. 


Ken asked the club’s input for choosing a date for the 
installation dinner at Marie Callender’s in La Mesa, if our 
meeting night, January 2, is not available. We chose the 
second Tuesday of the month since there are no conflicting 
coin club meetings. Ken will try to arrange it so that everyone 
can just order from the standard menu, like we have in the last 
few years. Phil Iversen has graciously agreed to present a talk 
at the dinner. He has not notified us as to his topic, as yet. 


Members were reminded that next month we’re required to 
choose our new slate of officers for 2018. Members were also 
reminded to bring in numismatic items for the donation auction 
in November. The money raised will purchase a “participation 
prize” and gifts for those attending the dinner in January. 


Show & Tell — Ken Spindler brought in his latest coin, a very 
rare Canadian token issued by the Bank of Montreal from 

Lower Canada. It is a mule: 1844 die (not dated) on one side 
and 1837 die (dated) on the other. His token came from the 


John J. Ford, Jr. collection. He won it in the latest Stephen 
Album auction. He left a much larger secret bid, but ended up 
winning it for the opening bid. Since he got it for much less 
than he was willing to pay, and the token is almost proof-like, 
that made him very happy. He also brought in the rest of his 
Canadian provincial type coins that are catalogued in the 
Krause-Mishler book. Ken has a complete set of the coins and 
tokens listed in the K-M books as government issues, except 
for 2 types that were proof-only and very rare, the 3 types of 
extremely rare side-view bank tokens, and the Newfoundland 
$2 gold coin. 

Our main speaker, Jim Hunt, got to serve on the state 
committee that helped select the design to be used for the 2005 
California quarter. Jim exhibited photos, news articles, State 
Quarter brochures, letters of appointment and appreciation, 
State Quarter packets signed by the Director of the U.S. mint 
and the coin designers, and other memorabilia from the State 
Quarter Design Selection Committee experience. He also had 
rolls of quarters bought on the day of release, and a prototype 
California quarter designed by Alex Shagin, a well-known 
artist and sculptor now living in California who previously 
designed coins and medallions for the Leningrad mint under 
the USSR. His quarter was gold-plated and carefully 
conformed to copyright laws, so it was legal for him to produce 
them. 

Jim explained that he worked with the director of the 
Governor’s Office in San Diego to secure the appointment to 
the Committee. After much delay, the needed information for 
an appointment was rushed to the Governor, circumventing the 


usual procedures used for the state committee appointment 
process. The numismatists who were involved with the launch 
of the State Quarter program were Jim Hunt (prominent 
collector), Lee Kuntz (owner of Masterpiece Medallions, Large 
Cent aficionado, real estate partner of Dr. Jerry Buss — owner 
of L.A. Lakers), Dwight Manley (agent for NBA players, 
negotiator of $.S. Central America treasure), Penny Marshall 
(actress — Laverne, of the Laverne & Shirley TV sit-com, and 
Hollywood producer), and Barry Stuppler (coin dealer and 
ANA president). Sharon Davis, the Governor’s wife, 
represented her husband for the launch. Jim played the lead 
role, representing California numismatists. Seventy designs 
were selected by the Governor’s Office from among 8,000 
submissions. Jim and the other committee members were 
asked to select their favorite twenty designs from the seventy, 
but without ranking them. The John Muir/Yosemite design 
was selected by the Governor and approved by the U.S. 
Treasury. 


The California State Quarter was released in Sacramento 
approximately three years later. The Committee coordinators 
asked Jim to provide them with names of people involved with 
numismatic education, especially those who were involved 
with kids. Unfortunately, the space available for guests was 
somewhat limited in the room to be used for the official release 
ceremonies. Jim was requested to assist the Director of the 
Mint with the Educational Forum, held at the State Museum 
the night before the release ceremony. The Forum was the 
most successful held by the U.S. Mint up to that point. The 
State Quarter program sparked an incredible amount of interest 
in coin collecting by the general public. 


Drawing coins were won by Ken Spindler, Bill Perrin (3), Fred 
Meyers (2), Jim Hunt, E.T., and guest George Garcia. 


The 50/50 pot brought in $22, and a happy Ralph Munoz took 
the $11. 


There being no “voluntary orations” or further business 
brought to the attention of the vice president, the meeting 
adjourned at 7:35 p.m.

MEETING NOVEMBER 7, 2017 


Vice President Greg Knox called the meeting to order at 6:15 
p.m. and welcomed all. We were running a little late due to all 
the items being brought in by members and parking being hard 
to find. He asked Ralph Munoz to lead us in the Pledge of 
Allegiance. We had 13 members present and 2 guests tonight: 
Joe Dudkowski and his wife, Marge. Joe said he collects both 
U.S. and Canadian coins. Club member Pete LaShomb was 
able to join us even though he now lives in the Washington 
D.C. area.

Ralph Munoz donated a small U:S. flag to the club and gave it 
to the Secretary. 


Ken Spindler affirmed the date for the January installation 
dinner. It will be Tuesday, January 2, 2018, at Marie 
Callender’s, 6950 Alvarado Rd., La Mesa, starting at 5:30 p.m. 
We will order from the menu. Guest speaker Phil Iversen 
asked the membership which program they would prefer for his 
presentation at the dinner. He has 2 in mind. They are 
“Huntington Hotel Depression Script” and “Exonumia of Jerry 
Garcia.” The vote was overwhelmingly for “Exonumia of 
Jerry Garcia.” 


Show & Tell — Mike Shaw brought in four large 
(approximately 3 inch) medals, three in silvered bronze, and 
one in bronze. The medals were given by Belgium to 
commemorate and honor the Ambassadors of the United 
States, the Netherlands, and Spain, who greatly assisted the 
Belgians in obtaining food during WWI, when the invading 
Germans had taken a great deal of the Belgians’ crops and 
livestock. Their efforts helped lead to the creation of the 
Commission for Relief in Belgium, under Herbert Hoover. 


Ken Berger was on assignment in the Philippines for several 
weeks to organize and identify over 200,000 World War II 
guerilla notes. He had a team of 5 to assist him. About 
100,000 of the notes were in poor condition, but all of them got 
checked. Ken brought back a very hard to locate but beautiful 
book on Philippine currency entitled Salapi. Ken had the 
ISBN # but had to ask everyone connected to his endeavors to 
see where he could purchase it. He was told that it was only 
available in the museum. Ken was only able to obtain the book 
during his last 3 days there. He wanted to bring back more 


copies for other collectors, but he could only manage to 

carry 2 of them. His wife filled their luggage with cookies and 
skin conditioners she bought there which are unavailable in the 
U.S. Ken didn’t even like the cookies! 


Greg Knox brought in a tray of coins including 2 new 
“Klippes” (square-planchet silver coins) which were issued not 
as siege money, but as commemoratives. The first dated 1593, 
honors St. Rupert, the founder of Salzburg (Austria) who, by 
exploiting the natural-occurring salt flats in the area, made the 
city a major trading and cultural center. The regular-issue 
klippe shows St. Rupert holding a casket of salt, and a tower 
meant to symbolize the Catholic Church being buffeted by the 
winds of the Reformation. The second coin, dated 1693, was 
issued by Count John George IV of Saxony (Germany) to 
commemorate his admission to the British Order of the Garter. 
The coin, equal to 1 thaler, was given as an award to courtiers 
and citizens, and circulated throughout the area. 


We broke for a few minutes so members could purchase 
drawing tickets the look over the items in the donation auction. 
There were a lot of items. Ken Berger was the formidable 
auctioneer and woe to him who wanted to drop out!! He dida 
wonderful job and I am sure, helped to sell all the items. The 
club received a total of $173.25, which will be used to 
purchase prizes for our January banquet. 


Members were reminded that December is always the potluck 
meeting. Ken Spindler promises to bring his famous lasagna 
and members will bring dishes to share. Because President 
Dave Jones still may not be up to attending, and because the 
attendance at this meeting last year was relatively small, we 
decided the club will not be providing ham which the president 


Usually would be picking up for us. There will be more 
information in the December bulletin.
